house. It was met outside by the State 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion of the 
United States, and representatives of 
Meaghtr s Irish brigade, which served 
under General McClellan.

LONDON, October, 
—Since Ger- 
many has adopted the policy of stimu- 
lating her industry by a protective tar- 
ifl', her merchants have astonished Eu- 
rope by their enterprise and sagacity. 
German competition is already cutting 
deeply into the screw-making trade of 
Bermingham itself, The merchants 
of Germany have also recently mem- 
oralized the chancellor, concerning the 
advantages England enjoys in main- 
taining her commerce in America, 
Africa and Asia, by having well paid 
consuls at all important points in these 
countries, while at the same points the 
Gorman consuls are all merchants, who 
are often aliens and who all as a 
rule, 
spend their time in looking 
after their own individual interests, 
without any desiro to aid in the ex- 
tension of the commerce of the Empire. 
It is understood Bismarck has already 
begun the work, inspired by 
this 
memorial, that he has replaced many 
of these merchants, as consuls, by 
well chosen state agents and that he 
intends to follow the English example 
everywhere where it is possible to in- 
troduce German products and manu- 
actures, with advantage. 


King Leopold, it is reported, has al- 
ready found the Congo free state a 
more expensive enterprise than he can 
carry on unaided. 
His recent visit to 
Wiesbaden was made, it is said, for tbe 
purpose of inducing some one of the

ereignty of the Congo country in his 
stead. He has not yet, however, se- 
cured the desired substitute, and the 
failure is attributed to Bismarck's op- 
position to haying any of the German 
princes saddled with the weight, which 
King Leopold, with all his enthusiasm, 
is unable to continue carrying. 


The kingdom of Greece has been 
obliged by recent events 
to carry 
economy to 
the point 
of 
largely 
reducing the number of officials em- 
ployed on the state and staff and is 
now meditating on the expediency of 
reducing all state salaries five per 
cent, and of deducting 
a 
similar 
amount from all payments due from 
the public treasury; the reductions to 
be maintained during the mobilization 
of the army. 


The St. Petersburg Sclav committee 
of war, have sent winter overcoats to 
the Bulgarian soldiers engaged in the 
upraising against Turkey. 


The prevailing opinion of the Eur 
opean statesman is that the conference 
of the powers at Constantinople, at 
the Porte's request, to decide upon the 
mode 
of 
adjusting 
the 
Balkan 
trouble, will 
end in 
a 
complete 
failure. 
This 
is 
deemed 
in- 
evitable because of the nature of the 
division among the parties to the con- 
ference. Englai^d, France and Italy 
will, it is thought, stand firmly togeth- 
er in favor of standing by the accom- 
plished fact of the union of Bulgaria 
and Eastern Roumelia under the Prince 
Alexander, while Russia, Germany and 
Austria will insist upon the restoration 
the 
status 
quo 
ante. 
When 
the 
Sultan 
first 
called 
the conference, the three 
empires 
loudly dclared their intention of in- 
sisting upon the restoration of the 
status quo ante, but since ilngland, 
France and Italy have joined hands 
on rhe question, the empires have 
cuangred their diplomatic utterances 
and now say that the will insist on the 
status quo ante, as a preliminary case 
for argument; that is, they will not 
discuss the question at the conference, 
unless the condition existing in the 
Balkan 
states 
just 
previous 
to 
the recent union of Roumelia with 
Bulgaria, is first agreed to, as a case 
for argument. This may be taken as a 
high sounding backdown. 
It amounts 
simply to this: Russia, Germany and 
Austria will decline to discuss the sit- 
uation, upon only the basis acceptable 
to England, France and Italy, while 
these three powers will not discuss it 
en the basis demanded by the Empires. 
Hence if the conference adjourns bar- 
ren. the whole question will be re- 
legated to Turkey, 
which tried to 
escape it by throwing it upon the con- 
ference, Turkey will not know which 
way to turn, for if she tries to depose 
Alexander and disunite Bulgaria and 
Roumelia, she will be acting contrary 
to the declared policy of England and 
her two partners; while if she al- 
lows 
the 
union 
to 
stand, 
she 
will 
be 
opposing 
the 
wishes 
of Russia and her sister empires; and 
if Turkey remains inactive, no fore- 
sight can discern the importance of 
the outcome of the continuance of 
Prince Alexander's ascendancy. 
The 
chances are that Turkey, unless driven 
by self-defence to fight the rebellioug 
states, will remain inactive and allow 
the Balkan mine to continue being 
charged with political dynamite, until 
the inevitable explosion rends Europe. 


The latest advices from Constanti- 
nople say Turkey, with the aid of Ger- 
man officers, is doing her utmost to 
improve the condition of her army and 
that German officials are advising the 
Sultan iiw his civil affairs. 


From Paris it is telegraphed to-night 
that M. D. Lesseps has applied to the 
French government, for permission to 
issue jjew Panama Canal bonds, to the 
amount of $120,000,000, to defray what 
he calls needed expenses, in excess of 
the original appropriation for 
that 
purpose. 


From Rome its stated that some of 
the Genoa papers declare that, with a 
view of stimulating interest in the 
celebration of the fourth centenary of 
the discovery of America, by Colum- 
bus, the Chevalvier Balti has published 
the secret he has kept for twer ty years 
viz. His possession of the identical 
chains, with which Bobadilla loaded 
the wrists of Columbus, when the lat- 
ter was sent back a prisoner to Spain 
in the year 1,600. The Chevalier says 
he secured these valuable relics after
